N ew York, July lo.— W hen Inform­ 
ed of his nomination for president on 
tho Democratic ticket, John W. Davis 
issued a statem ent saying: 
“I can not but feel deeply sensible 
of the honor done mo by the conven­ 
tion and am even more conscious of 
tho weighty obligations 
that 
have 
fallen to me by its deliberate and 
unanim ous choice. 
Not least of these 
is the duty to put before the country 
as clearly as my powers perm it the 
Dem ocratic creed and the Democratic 
policy as the convention has declared 
thens. 
“That this creed and this policy I 
w ill receive the m ilitant support of 
all those who call them selves by the 
Dem ocratic name I do not doubt for 
an instant. 
I shall hope to rally to 
their aid that great body of liberal, ! 
progressive and independent thought 
which believes that 'progress is mo- ! 
lion, government is action,' which de­ 
nies privilege In w hatever form and 
which does not wish the American 
people or their governm ent to stand 
atill or retreat from the m idst of a I 
changing world. 
There can be no 
com prom ise with 
reaction. 
Liberal 
principles must and w ill prevail. This 
is the mandate of the hour and I shall 
obey It.” 
Sentor Walsh of M ontana, in do- !

nomination 
for vice president, said In a letter 
read to the Dem ocratic convention: 
“I am profoundly appreciative of 
the generous regard exhibited toward

WATER SUPPLY FUR 
NEW HOSPITAL UP 
TO CITY OF ELYRIA 


Columbus, July IO.—John E. Har­ 
per, state welfare director, declared 
that whether or not the state welfare 
department can arrange for an ade­ 
quate supply of water for the pro­ 
posed new Grafton state hospital for 
feeble-minded depends upon the city 
council of Elyria. O. 
Meetings were 
beld this week with city officials at 
Elyria, and the matter was referred 
to council for action. 
The supply of 
water at Elyria, which is 
pumped 
from Hake Erie, is amply sufficient to 
permit the sale of all the water that 
would be required at 
Grafton, six 
miles south. 
The rate that is charged 
large consumers, however, is entirely 
too high for the state to consider 
making a contract, and the question 
of whether a supply Is sold to the 
•tate depends entirely upon the rate 
given. 
T*he proposition to sell the 
state water met with favor, but tho 
issue is on the rates to be charged. 
lf a satisfactory rate can be made, 
the hoard of control will be asked to 
make available funds immediately so 
that work of constructing a pipe line 
to the Grafton farm can be started.
